BONES OF MASTODON 
FOUND AT RUTLAND 


The 
skull 
and 
several 


bones of a huge animal, de- 
clared to be a mastodon by 
Prof. M. F. Guyer and Prof. 
George Wagner of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, was 
unearthed in the 
town of 


Rutland by Guy Moore and 
his ditch-digging crew late 
on Thursday, and brought to 
Stoughton, where they are 
on exhibition. Profs. Wag- 
ner and 
Guyer went to 


Stoughton this morning to 
view the bones and part of 
the skull, and declared that 
they were the remains of a 
mastodon. 


The upper jaw of the skull 


weighs over 100 pounds and 
the front teeth are six and 
one-half inches across. Ar- 
rangements have been made 
to ship the part of the car- 
cus to Mr. Moore's home in 
Indiana. 


The bones were unearthed 


by means of a block and 
tackle. The university pro- 
fessors sRid that the remains 
have probably been buried 
for several thousand years, 
the animal having belonged 
to the plioceme or glacial 
age.

ciples. 


The other danger is the tendency] 


to dogmatize. 
The more obvious i 


and axiomatic a principle seems 
to be, the Jess we tend to teach, 
and the more we tend to dogmatize.

The Moral Basis of Disarma- 


ment 


Kv REV. GEO. E. HUNT 


(Pastor Christ Presbyterian Church) 


rf"|N "Disarmament Sunday," 5th of last 
^ June, millions of Americans voted 
asking the government to call an interna- 
tional conference on disarmament. Twen- 
ty thousand clergymen sent a petition to 
the President on the 22nd of June. This 
church movement was a climax to similar 
expressions voiced by scores of women's 
organizations, and the resolution o£ Sen- 
ator Borah in the senate during the late 
spring. 


On Monday, July nth, the whole world 


was electrified by the news that Presi- 
dent Harding had informally asked Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan to par- 
ticipate in such a conference. Favorable 
replies from these nations resulted in the 
formal call for an International Confer- 
ence on Limitations of Armaments and 
Pac.ific and Far Eastern Problems, to 
meet in Washington on Armistice Day, 
November llth. 


Ail the civilized world, groaning under 


the staggering burdens of war taxes is 
looking toward the conference with fond 
hopes for relief from the mounting bur- 
den of armament, and for some organiza- 
tion of the nations to end war. If the 
common people of the nations represent- 
ed in the conference could vote on this 
proposal, a practically unanimous vote 
for disarmament would, result. 


However, no such simple solution of 


the world's troubles is possible. 
The 


causes, economic and political, which 
bring war, must first be removed. Some 
agreements regarding political and eco- 
nomic policies must be made. Especially 
must there be a clear and frank under- 
standing over Far Eastern problems. The 
sorry tale of European economic and po- 
litical conquest of backward peoples, the 
soldier back of the exploitation of China, 
the steady rise to power of the little "Is- 
land Empire" of Japan, her too faithful 
imitation of European 
ambitions, her 


marvelous adoption of western science, 
and industrial machinery and her vital 
necessity for a larger "place in the sun" 
for her prolific population—this story 
must be heard, must be sympathetically 
understood and just and strong agree- 
ments must be made between the nations 
before any agreement for disarmament 
can be permanent. 
President Harding 


recognized this necessity and made such 
agreements a part of the business of the 
conference. 
Furthermore, such agree- 


ments must be made, not by mass move- 
ments of great populations, but only by 
their representatives and these represen- 
tatives are politicians, and politicians are 
just ordinary human beings, susceptible 
to influence and often actuated by nar- 
row and nationalistic ambitions. 


Great corporations that thrive upon 


war, and large influential classes of naval 
and military professionals whose life 
business is war, will exercise every in- 
genuity known to the secret chambers of 
diplomacy to influence and warp the judg- 
ment of these politicians. Unless the peo- 


ple, 
the plain people who pay the war 


bills and furnish the "cannon fodder" for 
war, rise up in a mighty wave of convic- 
tion and make their voices heard above 
the din of political clamor, this confer- 
ence will fail and a mighty war will be 
staged on the Pacific that will drag every 
nafion in the world into another and 
deeper Hell. 


Now, our President has asked Ameri- 


cans to stop their business and give at- 
tention and prayer to this big business 
of the conference. He has asked us to 
gather in our churches on Armistice Day 
to honor the dead soldier and especially 
•will constitute a veritable School of In- 


to pray for Heaven's blessing on this 
conference. Our governor has likewise re- 
quested. Accordingly our Mayor a month 
ago, 
organized a representative commit- 


tee of fifty to plan a suitable observance 
of Armistice Day. 
They have worked 


faithfully and well to make this day one 
oi unusual significance. 


With a true instinct for the moral 


foundations of public sentiment, the 
Mayor asked the clergymen of the city to 
help create a suitable atmosphere for this 
day by arranging for special services in 
: he churches preceding and leading up to 
Armistice Day. The members of the fac- 
ulty, experts in their departments of po- 
litical and economic sciences, .have con- 
sented to address these meetings. 


>7ow, these preliminary pu'blic mass 


meetings, under the joint auspices of the 
churches, beginning with Monday night 
and running through Thursday night, 
ternational Economics and Politics. They 
will give the people of Madison an un- 
usual opportunity for an intelligent un- 
derstanding of the problems of the.Con- 
fence and will help to crystallize intelli- 
gent conviction that America can and 
should lead off in a movement to end war. 
That's what our boys fought for and that 
is the longing of the American people- 
Universal Peace, 


It is fitting that the churches bring the 


powerful stimulas of religion to bear upon 
public sentiment at this time. In the 
last analysis, war is caused by greed and 
selfishness, and the only Power in the 
world that can change the sinful, selfish 
heart of man from greed and hate is the 
.spirit of Jesus Christ, the Son of Man 
and the great Elder Brother.

THE WAUSAU ACTION 


[To the Editor]—-Referring to the resolution 


passed by the Marathon County Bar association, 
as reported in The Capital Times of Nov. 3, will 
kindly ask if you will give me space to say that 
judging from the complexion of the resolution, 
its tiaternity is unmistakably that of a bunch 
of reactionaries who are trying to play politics, 
and who in so doing arc willing to use in their 
political manipulations, the highest offices in 
the state. 


It matters not what the facts are which led 


up to the sentencing of this man Christ to 
prison for contempt. He was in prison, and 
while serving his sentence, the governor in an 
orderly manner, exercised the power of par- 
don reposed in him by the constitution. If it is 
true that after 
executive clemency had been 


exercised, Judge Reid, either directly or indi- 
rectly, counseled or advised the sheriff who had 
Christ in custody, to disregard the mandate of 
the governor, he is guilty of a more reprehen- 
sible contempt than Christ is guilty of. 


Judge Reid while performing the duties of his 


office is exercising powers conferred upon by 
virtue of the constitution. Sec. 2582 Stats, pro- 
vides "No judge of the circuit court while' hold- 
ing such office, shall be in any manner engaged 
or act as attorney or counsel in any action, 
cause or preceding in or which he has reason to 
believe will be brought in any of the courts of 
this state, nor give advise or opinion therein, 
* * * » 


The district attorney, is by law constituted 


the legal advisor of all county officials, and if 
the sher:!? of the county was in doubt as to his 
duties, in the orderly observance, of the law, 
he should consult the district attorney and not 
the circuit judge. The attitude of the Mara- 
thon County Bar association in this matter "is 
not only grossly discourteous and unworthy" of 
a Ear association, but is a positive disregard of 
constitutional 
government administered in an 


orderly manner, notwithstanding "the privilege 
of acquaintance with Judge Reid" by the mem- 
bers thereof.

does not appear that Gov. Blaine i? 


greatly exercised because of the resolution re- 
ferred to, and that is likewise true of the reso- 
lution passed by the Brown County Bar associ- 
ation, as reported in the newspapers.—J. J. Me 
Manatny. 


TO COMPETE OR NOT TO COMPETE? 
The injunction issued Oct. 31 by Judge A. B. 


Anderson of Indianapolis 
forbids 
the United 


Mine Workers from, unionizing the West Vir- 
ginia coal field, and forbids everywhere in the 
United States the collection of union dues 
through the payroll (the check-off system,) be- 
cause the union-funds thus collected are being 
used to unionize the mines in West Virginia. 


The ground given by Judge Anderson for his 


pronouncement is that the West Virginia field 
is the only considerable coal field not yet union- 
ized, and that to unionize it is a conspiracy to 
destroy competition between that field and other 
fields, and to form a monopoly of the whole in- 
dustry. 


This reasoning assumes that the coal oper- 


ators in V,rest Virginia and elsewhere are in 
fact competing against each other. But this is 
to ignore the elaborate system of formal and 
informal agreements, of direct and indirect con- 
trol, which links together all the coal companies 
not only with one another, but with other large 
centralized 
industries, especially steel. U. S. 


Steel 
is actually the largest owner of coal 


mines in West Virginia, and controls the so-call- 
ed independent operators also. The other day, 
at 
the Senate hearing in Washington, when 


some independent operators denied with indig- 
nation—and possibly with a certain sincerity— 
that they were controlled by the steel trust, Mr. 
Untermeyer went on the stand' and proved be- 
yond question that they were actually so con- 
trolled, whether they knew it or not. The com- 
petition assumed to exist by Judge Anderson 
is a myth. His order is based, on eighteenth 
century doctrinaire reasoning about competi- 
tion, and ignores the realities of modern inter- 
twined business. 


The effect of the order if it stands is to de- 


i stroy the carefuly built structure of working 
agreements by which in certain industries, some 
degree of orderly and rational adjustment be- 
rwscn operators and workers has been attained. 
If the check-off in the coal industry goes, by the 
same logic the conciliation system in the cloth- 
ing industry will follow. Whenever a system of 
labor adjustment has become fairly general in 
any industry—that is, where it begins to be 
really 
effective—Judge Anderson's 
reasoning 


would strike it down, and leave the workers en- 
tirely helpless undei 
the power of the com- 


bined managers. 


Is not this an extraordinary effect 
to follow 


from one man's judgment? Our labor situation 
is bad enough at its best, but in some industries 
one does find a system of adjustments, slow'.y 
and thoughtfully built up on sound principles by- 
many men, who have worked their way step by 
step through mutual understanding and com- 
promise into fairly secure relations of peace 
and order. This whole structure can apparently 
be wiped out by the judgment of one man, 
through the power, of injunction so strangely 
developed under our judicial system. 


The lack of sound , realism 
in Judge Ander- 


son's decision is strikingly manifested by the 
objections of the West Virginia coal operators 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
the reduction of freight rates by 20 per cent on 
Henry Ford's little railroad in Michigan. This 
road carries coaj between certain independent 
mines and the factories. Its rates are needless- 
ly high, and Ford wants to cut them. To this 
the West Virginia operators 
object, 
on the 


ground that it would introduce effective compe- 
tition against their supplying; the same territory 
with their coal.

—President Harding's selection of 
commissioners 
to

United States at the arms confer- 
ence opening here next week was 
rapped in a series of addresses on 
disarmament delivered in the east 
this week by Representative James 
A. Frear, Hudson. 


Representative Frear 
spoke 
at 


Newark, N. J., last Saturday night, 
filling an engagement which had 
originally been made "for Senator 
Borah, who was held at the capital 
by the revenue bill debate. Monday 
noon he shared the platform with 
Senator Robert L. Owen of Okla- 
homa before a luncheon of the Pop- 
ular 
Government 
League, 
both 


speakers advocating open sessions 
for the conference. 


The Wisconsin congressman de- 


clared he did not question the "abil- 
ity, integrity, 
or reputation" of 


Lodge, Root, Hughes and Under- 
wood but denied that ar.y of them 
had given any public evidence of 
favoring disarmament. He declar- 
ed that the American commission 
would have been more representa- 
tive of public opinion in this coun- 
try if ^enator Borah had been se- 
lected, land added: 


"If to the commission had been 


added one of the many millions of 
women of the land, like Mrs. Rob- 
ert M. . La Follette, Mrs. William 
Kent, or Jane Addams, who have 
always stood for disarmament w'i'i 
fcith in its practicability, the coun- 
try would have endorsed thn choice." 


Representative Frear strongly ad- 


vocated the holding of all sessions 
of the conference in public. 


"Publicity will be an assurance 


in advance of success," 
he 
said, 


"whereas secrecy will cast doubts 
and suspicion on all that occurs be- 
hind closed doo"S. It may be pos- 
sible to get substantial and posi- 
tive disarmament concessions from 
admirals, chiefs of staff, and others 
who have been brought up in the 
school of arms. We have nothing 
to do with the selection of repre- 
sentatives but for oui' own protec- 
tion as a government and an assur- 
ance to the world of our genuine 
honesty 01 purpose it will be well 
to play the game openly so that 
any nation or nations responsible 
for failure, if failure occurs, may 
be known to the world." 


The speaker declared that 
the 


public "can force affirmative action." 
by pressure upon those called into 
conference by the president. 


"If the sentiment of 95 per cent 


of our people favoring 
disarma- 


ment can be brought forward into 
one cohesive force, that influence 
will not be ignored," he stated. "It 
was in answer to constant demands 
by men and women of this country 
that congress was pressed into ac- 
tion in favor of an 
international 


disarmament conference,. 
It was 


that same pressure which caused 
the president to call the 
confer- 


ence."
